ney Dan in has evidence of an impor- 
tant nature hearing upon the tragedy 
at the Bajside Yacht club landing, in 
which Captain Peter C. Hains. Jr., 
shot and killed William E. Annis, ad- 
vertising manager of a magazine. 
It 


has 
been established that Captain 


Hains and Mr. Annis were on such 
friendly terms that they wc>ut uut&ing 
together as recently as May 29 last. 
It was also disclosed that there were 
two women in the party, and the po- 
lice believe the women were Mrs. 
Hains and Mrs. Annis. 
The 
police 


records prove that the men were mo- 
loring together, for a motorcycle po- 
liceman arrested the party for speed- 
ing on Ocean parkway. The case is 
still on Uie calendar. 


"I have also been told by friends of 


both Captain Hains and Mr. Annis 
that this friendship ceased after a 
talk Captain Hains 
had 
with 
his 


brother, T. Jenkins Hains." said the 
district attorney. "I intend to have 
T. Jenkins Hains tried as an acces- 
sory, as I believe he is as guilty as 
his brother. It was his letter to Cap- 
tain Hains that made the latter hurry 
home from the Philippines a-ul ques- 
tion his wife regarding her alleged 
conduct with Mr. Annis, and it was T. 
Jenkins Hains who prevented anyone 
from preventing Captain Hains from 
shooting Annis." 


Another remarkable feature is the 


friendship which exists between Mrs. 
Annis and Mrs. Claudia Hains, Cap 
tain Hains' wife. 
Mrs. Hains called 


upon Mrs. Annis Sunday afternoon, it 
•was learned, and remained with her 
until nearly 
midnight. 
Mrs. Annis, 


•who witnessed the shooting of her 
husband, has been. prostrated since 
the tragedy and can not be seen. 
It 


is said she has several letters \\ litter 
by Captain Ilains to her husband 
threatening his life. District Attorney 
Darrin tried to secure these letters 
but owing to the illness ot .Mrs. Annis 
he was unable to obtain them. 


One of these, it is said, was receiv- 


ed by Annis the day before he \\as 
shot. The letter warned him. it is re- 
ported, that Captain 
Haint 
v, ould. 


shoot him on sight, and it is sau! 
Mrs. Annfc tried to dissuade her hus- 
band from going to Bayside. 
\Yhen 


she saw Captain Hains and his broth- 
er at Bays''le just before the shoot- 
ing she shouted a warning to her hus- 
band and begged him not to come to 
the landing from his yacht while Cap- 
tain Ilains was there. 


General Hains. who is stopping at 


Hotel Astoi so he can be near his 
sons, told of an arrangement which 
had been reported as existing where- 
by Mrs. Hains could visit her children 
every two weeks, and stated emphat- 
ically that he would not permit her 
to take charge of the little ones un- 
less his son. Captain Hains, agrees to 
let her have tnem. 


District Attorney Interested, 


The district attorney was interest- 


ed when he learned that T. Jenkins 
Hains killed a man at Fortress Mon- 
roe, Va., 17 years ago. and will se- 
cure a copy of the proceedings of tlif 
trial. Ned Hannigan was the man. 
and Ilains was his best triend, and he 
shot him in a sailboat as Captain 
Hains shot Annis. He was acquitted. 


Locked in the safe of the Flushing 


police station is another bit of evi- 
dence that will be used at the t i i a l of 
Captain Hains. While Mr. Annis was 
lying on the float 
of !he I5aysid" 


Yacht club. aftT he had be»n shot. 
Mr. Rockwell scribbled on an envel- 
ope these words: "Shot by Captain 
Peter C. Hains. V, S. A.. Aug. 1.V 
This was handed to the d.ung man. 
and in a firm hand he signed h:s 
name.

baby succumbed to exposure when Its 
parents started to walk from Spring- 
field to Pittsfield in an effoit to avoid 
persecution. 
Scott died in a hospital 


of wounds received Friday night. 


Several scatteied sections were In. 


an uproar at different times during 
the early part of the night. The storm 
center was Harvard park, where the 
troops were called on former occa- 
sions. Two 
militiamen were 
fired 


upon there from ambush, but neither 
was hit. Shots were also heard In 
other sections of the park, which Is 
a new suburb adjoining the city on 
the southeast. 
Over in the western 


end of town, in ihe vicinity of the 
statehouse and arsenal, there were 
several cases of revolver firing by 
rowdies. 
The marauders traveled in 


groups of two and three. 


Asks People to Help. 


Governor Deneen also issued an ad- 


dross to the citizens of Spiingfield. as 
follows: "A special grand 
Jury was 


called by Hon. James A. Creighton. 
for the purpose of conducting an In- 
vestigation into the crimes which oc- 
curred here on Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday last. All evidence relating to 
these crimes should be presented to 
the grand jury at once, and , I urge 
upon all good citizens to present such 
evidence as they may have, or infor- 
mation which they may possess or 
acquire, to the Hon. Frank Hatch, 
state's attorney of Sangamon county, 
or to General Edward C. Young, in 
charge of the military forces here, re- 
garding any crimes which have been 
committed during that time. It is the 
duty of citizens so to do. and in view 
of the extraordinary crimes which 
have occurred in the city of Spring- 
field during 
the 
time 
mentioned, 


every good citizen should exert him- 
self that their perpetiators and those 
who aided and abetted. advi«cd or en- 
couraged 
their 
perpetration, 
are 


brought to speedy justice." 


W. H. Bowe. clerk in the county 


treasurer's office and one of the most 
popular cilizcnsofSpringfield, is slow- 
ly Milking from the effects of the bul- 
let wounds and the beating he receiv- 
ed from a crowd of negroes Friday 
night. 
Bowe's friends have warned

SARA JEANNETTE DUNCAN 


A Canadian Author now in India. 


In Simla, that famous India town, perched on a ridge connecting two peaks 


of the Himalayas and half-hidden by its wealth of tall dark firs—a town that 
Kudyard Kipling advertised as no other town has ever been—lives .Mrs. Everanl 
Cliarles Cotes, the popular Canadian writer, better known by her maiden name, 
tSara. Jeanctte Duncan. 


Mrs. Cotes was born in Brantford, Ont.. in 1SG2. the eldest daughter of Charles 


Duncan, Esu., and received her education in the public schools and the Collegiate 
Institute of her native town. She tried teaching for a time, but soon discovered 
that she had talent for writing which was clamoring for development, so she bade 
the children good-bye with pathos in her voice but a feeling of joyous relief in 
her heart anil started into literature. 
Some win literary success in a single bold, 


brilliant charge; to others the publishers and public surrender only after a long, 
hard siege—as Mrs. Cotes found it. 
Her ver&e and prose seemed to have the un- 


erring instinct of thfe homing pigeon, for \\ herever she sent them they always came 
back. Then she determined to enter literature by its back door—journalism. She 
wrote a series of syndicate letters about the New Orleans Cotton Centennial which 
she actually sold. Then, after a period of editorial training on the ''Washington 
Post" she returned to Toronto and contributed to Canadian papers. Her work 
as parliamentary correspondent of the ''.Montreal Star" attracted attention and 
some delightful essays for "The ^ycek" showed her in a new vein. In 18SS, 
with Miss Lily Lewis she made a trip around the world, writing syndicate articles 
along the way and in 1890 -irst hit the target of literary success with her uncon- 
ventional book of travels "A Social Departure; How Orthodosia and I Went 
Round the World." the first of her ten or more books, all breezy, chatty stories 
that reflect her personality as naturally as u rose-jar suggests roses. 


While girdling the earth she found what determined her life. She met in 


Calcutta, Mr. Cotes, a professor who had a scientific connection with the Indian 
Museum and had won reputation in his special field of research. Indian ento- 
mology. She returned to Canada, but in 1891 they were married and Mrs. Cotes 
went back to India. Her writing has vivacity, wit, humor, brilliancy and the 
chann of frank naturalness, with the happy knack of hitting off a character or 
a scene in a few vivid strokes, the same characteristic that makes Kipling's 
sketches so real, graphic and seemingly spontaneous. 
_ In India Mrs. Cotes has 


been engaged in editorial and general literary work, and this transplanted Can- 
adian has lost none of her sparkle, energy and charm in the new life and romantic 
setting of old India.

Confused by Failure to Develop 


a Public Scandal. 


OFFICERS ARE FOUND FAITHFUL 


Senate Investigation of State Officials 


Proves Their Honesty and Ability— 
Work of Partisan Committee Proves 
To Be a Boomerang. 


Since the close of the last legisla- 


tive session the Democratic organ- 
ization has been searching diligently 
through tho rejjorts of the Howe sen- 
ate investigating committee for ma- 
terial that might be used as campaign 
fireworks. The Howe committee was 
a paitisan body acting under author 
ity of a Democratic, senate, created 
for the purpose of developing a scau- 
dal in the administration of a num- 
ber of state offices, notably those of 
the auditor, treasurer and secretary 
of state. 


In the tir.io that has rlav.nr;1. since 


tlie adjournment of 
the legislature. 


the various reports that grew out of 
the investigation ha\e been compiled 
and given to the public. 
But the 


Democratic leaders 
and 
their party 


organs have failed to take advantage 
of the "exposures" made by the ex- 
perts employed at state expense, prin- 
cipally employes of the Cleveland city 
government. Practical politicians are 
now frank to say that the investiga- 
tion 
developed 
into a 
Democratic 


boomerang. 


The Howe (?) Committee. 


The Howe committee, 
headed by 


Senator Kred C. Howe of ^Cleveland', 
one of Mayor Tom L«. Johnson's chief 
aids, was the development of a cry 
by Johnson of rascality in the conduct 
of htate offices so far as they related 
to the receiving and 
expending of 


public funds. Johnson forced through 
the senate a resolution creating a par- 
tisan committee to probe the offices 
accused. 
Efforts were made to have 


the investigating body made bi-par- 
t.han. 
Governor Harris sent a spe- 


cial message to the legislature recom- 
mending a thorough investigation but 
asking, in a spirit of fairness, 
that 


there be equal representation on the 
committee by the two parties. 
By a 


strict party vote the Democrats elect- 
ed to (io all the probing. 
They con- 


sented, however, to the presence of 
one Republican on the committee with 
Senators Howe and Drake. 
Senator 


Patterson was chosen to be the minor- 
ity. 


The committee first met In the state 


treasurer's ofliec in the latter part of 
February with Senator Howe as chair- 
man and called as witnesses State 
Treasurer 
McKinnon and Cashier 


Green, who is now the candidate of 
the Republican party to succeed "Utr. 
McKinnon. Expert accountants from 
Cleveland, 
Messrs. 
Lothman 
and 


Standard, engaged by Senator Howe, 
took charge of the books of the office. 
The experts worked thirty-two days 
and presented their report. In a for- 
mal minority report to tho senate. 
Senator Patterson says of their work: 


Suppress Report. 


"I do not charge Senator Howe with 


tr\ing to suppress the Lothman report 
but it \\as many days after it was 
made before I got to see it and some 
time longer and after repeated solici- 
tations that I was able to secure a 
copy of it. 


"After the filing of this report Mr. 


Lothman was promptly discharged by 
the chairman of the committee for 
the reason as I was then informed 
that his report was not drastic enough 
to suit the chairman and chiefly on 
account of the following parts of his 
report, viz:

onlor to determine the amount on de- 
I os't in the inactive depositories, the 
detail of which aggregated $5.702.000. 


" '\Ve examined the statements sub- 


mitted by the 
active 
depositories 


finding the balances to be $4M,OCO. 
which agreed with the cashier's rec- 
ord. 
All 
securities filed with the 


treasurer for the purpose of protect- 
ing the state against loss from 
the 


funds placej with 
the 
depositories 


were examined. This examination re- 
vealed the fact that securities cover- 
ing the inactive depositories consisted 
of surety 
company 
bonds 
to 
the 


amount of $;:,S9S,000, and municipal 
and county bonds to the amount of 
$1.S.">3.70S 20, aggregating $5.753.708.20, 
n excess over deposits of $51,708.20.' 


Deposits Secured. 


"In other words Mr. Lothman was 


hired to fic.t a shortage in the state 
ticasury and when he was unable to 
find it lie lost his'job as an expert." 


One of the criticisms made by Ex- 


pert Ix)thman on the state treasurer 
was his lack of system in keeping his 
accounts with the inactive depositor- 
ies . All the record formerly kepT by 
the office ot these deposits was the 
rcrtifi^atp of 'i^r^it. carried and 
c mnte.l as cash. When the quarterly 
payment of interest was made, this 
was credited on the back of the slip. 


When the committee began its work 


in the troasuior's office, a complete 
set of books for the proper record of 
these deposits had already been or- 
dered and were presently opened and 
in daily use. 


T.K.e experts made some criticism of 


the ^arge daily balance of currency 
carried by the treasurer in the office. 
By an investigation of the books of 
the auditor and treasurer It was shown 
that the average amount of currency 
carried at tho time of

ARMY LIFE JOYS IN WAX. 


War 
Office Orders Figures ^Showing 


Regulars In Camp and Barracks. 


The United States army in wax is 


the latest novelty authorized by the 
war department in Washington, and n 
certain New York concern, whose wax 
figures arc talked about from ocean tc 
ocean, has the contract ausl Is now at 
work on it. Those figures are oUickil- 
ly called "artistic reproductions," and 
when the groups are completed every 
phase of the soldier's life will 
IK- 


shown in wax. 


Major General Alcshire, the quarter- 


master general of the army, issued the 
ordor for the figures, the idea being to 
show in wax lifelike representations 
of the soldiers in the full enjoyment of 
camp, barrack and Held life. 
Some of 


these figures will be put in the corri 
dors of the war department just in 
front of the otlice of General Aloshire. 
Others will find a permanent resting 
place jiiear the quarters of the quarter- 
master generals of departments. 


Some of these groups will startle 


those that look upon them for the first 
time, the reproductions being so per 
feet that a person with poor eyesight 
will be likely to mistake them for liv 
ing men. 
For instance, two of th< 


martial figures will be seated in chairs, 
with a neat walnut table between 
them. On this table will be :i checker 
board, and leaning over the board will 
be two soldiers intently figuring out 
the next move. 


Another group will show cavalry- 


men iu the midst of a game of chess 
This is to be the piece de resistance 
The figures in this group are as per- 
fect as the art of the wax artist can 
make them, and around the players 
when the group is in position will be 
their wax brothers in arms, represent- 
ing the three arms of the service, all 
watching intently the supposed mental 
struggle between their martial broth- 
ers. 


Still another group will represent a 


room in the soldiers' barracks, with 
pictures on the walls, while loungini; 
about on'cots or in chnirs will be W.IN 
likeno^es of young men in the army 
Then the mess hall will be shown with 
the soldiVrs seated at the long table 
eating pork and benns.

biiildings. so many of which are fea- 
tures of army posts; the canteen, where 
the hardest thing procurable is sar>a- 
parilla; the gymnasium, showing tin- 
soldiers doing record breaking stunts;

will also IK> shown.
